The following article, written by John Edgar Hoover, 
FBI Director, appeared in the April issue of the FBI 
Law Enforcement Bulletin. Hoovers “Message from the 
Director" appears monthly in te Bulletin. 


MORALITY, INTEGRITY, law and order, and 
other cherished principles of our great heritage 
are battling for survival in many communities 
today. They are under constant attack from de- 
grading and corrupting influences which, if not 
halted, will sweep away every vestige of decency 
and orderliness remaining in our society. 

Certain groups, numerically weak but vocifer- 
ously strong, appear determined to destroy all 
acceptable standards of personal conduct and 
sane behavior patterns. They seem bent on 
eliminating all ethical practices relating to our 
established order. 


For instance, most citizens would be horrified 
to think that someday it might be legally per- 
missible for a person to rise in a courtroom and 
hurl four-letter invectives at the judge without 
fear of punishment. “This cannot be," we say, 
“the court is inviolable. It administers justice 
under the laws by which we live." Law enforce- 
ment is an arm of the same laws. It is charged 
with the responsibility under these laws of taking 
certain action which ultimately is resolved in 
court. However, a move is underway demand- 
ing that profane verbal abuse directed at police 
officers be legally recognized as a constitutional 
right. If it can be argued that such preposterous 
action is legally permissible at the enforcement 
level of the law, could it not also be argued that it 
is permissible at all levels of our legal system? 


History proves that the best interests of our 
Nation lie in a law-abiding, decent, and orderly 
society.. We cannot live with lawlessness, un- 
bridled vulgarity, obscenity, blasphemy, perver- 
sion, and public desecration of every sacred and 
just symbol. We should be alarmed when wide- 
spread recognition and monetary awards go to a 
person who writes a “satirical” piece of trash 
which maliciously defames the President of our 
country and insinuates he murdered his prede- 
We should be alarmed when 
groups, under the guise of academic freedom and 
constitutional privilege, flood our college cam- 
puses with obscene four-letter-word campaigns 
and pornographic publications which violate all 
codes of ethics. And we should be equally 
alarmed when an enforcement officer making an 
arrest must fight for his life against assaults from 
onlookers who scoff and ridicule him for doing 
his dut 


Why do these conditions exist? Certainly, an 
overwhelming majority of Americans do not want 
their families exposed to indecent, immoral, and 
unlawful practices which plague our communi- 
But unorganized protesters carry little 
weight against organized crusaders of filth, im- 
morality, and crime. If this is not the legacy we 
warit to pass on to our youth, then it is high time 
we took action to improve conditions.

This is a program that has 
long been needed. И stems 
from the hope that seasonal 
farm workers may now respond 
favorably to grower efforts to 
provide them with better 
working and living conditions. 

A recent FFVA survey in- 
dicated higher living standards 
are being attained by Florida 
farm workers and that they 
appear to have aspirations for 
better things. 

Renewed efforts in this en- 
deavor by the agricultural in- 
dustry could very well pay off 
by attracting better workers 
and slowing down the loss of

TALLAHASSEE — Agri- 
culture — Florida's Number 
One industry — will be dis- 
played for members of the 
State Legislature during Agri- 


cultural-Legislative Арргесіа- 
tion Day, Wednesday, April 
19. 


The event is co-sponsored 
during each legislative session 
by the Florida Department of 
Agriculture, the Florida Agri- 
cultural Advisory Council and 
agricultural industries through- 
out the state. 

It is designed to inform and 
familiarize new members of 
the Legislature with the con- 
tribution Florida's $4 billion 
agribusiness makes 10 the 
state’s economy, as well as with 
the needs of agriculture. 

“This years program will 
serve to acquaint legislators 
from urban areas, who may 
not be familiar with many 
phases of agriculture, with the 
scope of our multi-billion-dol- 
lar agribusiness," Agricultural 
Commissioner Doyle Conner 
said. 

Agricultural-Legislature Ap- 


While the threat of conta- 
mination of the food we eat 
from insecticides and weed 
killers is very real, the pesti- 
cide residue detection program 
of the Florida Department of 
Agriculture minimizes this 
threat. 

During the past biennium, 
the Department budgeted $244, 
165 for the detection and con- 
trol of the incidence of pesti- 
cide residues on vegetables, 
fruits, milk, eggs, and com- 
mercial feeds sold and con- 
sumed in Florida, 

This work is a very import- 
ant segment of the Depart- 
ment because it protects the 
general public and controls 
the indiscriminate use of pes- 
ticides on crops and feed. 

It is a big job, as evidenced 
by the more than 9,000 pesti- 
cide samples collected during 
the past biennium and the 18,- 
121 analyses run on these sam- 
ples by Department chemists. 

In addition to the number 
of pesticide samples collected 
and analyzed, Department che- 
mists performed 13,465 pesti- 
cides residue analyses. Of this 
total, 756 samples were found 
to have been adulterated.

A period of training is need- 
ed if the ex-farmers are to 
qualify for a better than aver- 
age position, Otherwise, they 
must resign themselves to a 
low income standard of living. 

How much better it would 
be if the farmers did not have 
to leave the rural areas in the 
first place. We need them to 
produce foodstuffs and other 
agricultural products; we don't 
need them to draw welfare 
payments or unemployment 
Compensation or to work in 
non-agricultural jobs. 

Florida's farmers are not 
looking for handouts or spe- 
cial considerations. They only 
desire to be permitted to pro- 
duce a product and receive а 
reasonable return. 

Florida has the greatest po- 
tential of any of the 50 states 
їо increase its agricultural out- 
put. It has the natural resour- 
ces, the trained agricultural sci- 
entists, the available land, an 
ever-increasing in-state con- 
sumers market, and the farm- 
ers with the know-how.

An ecumenical Internation- 
al Prayer Fellowship sponsor- 
ed by The Upper Room and 
Scarritt- Collége is to be held 
at The Upper Room Chapel in 
Nashville, Tennessee over the 
Easter 1967 weekend.
